Chu rches. Billy G raham

been condu cting his first “cru ­ 
sade” in more than a decade in 
New York — a city not noted 
for its Sou thern Baptist follow­ 
ing or its fondness for tent ev an­ 
gelists. Graham , like Pope Pau l, 
receiv ed 
a 
friendly 
welcome 
and a fair hearing. 
The v isits of both men to for­ 
eign 
territory 
indicate 
the 
amou nt of bridge bu ilding going 
on between the v ariou s religiou s 
grou ps that hav e, in other tim 
es, been v igorou s opponents and 
ev en sworn 
enemies. 
Genev a 
was the first real sanctu ary for 
Protestants u nder John Calv in, 
and some ru mblings were heard 
when 
the 
Vatican 
annou nced 
the Pope’s acceptance of the 
World Cou ncil 
inv itation. 
Bu t 
these are different day s; organ­ 
ized religion is u p against the 
wall and new alliances shou ld 
not be considered impossible. 


LAST SUMMER AT the World 
Cou ncil sessions in Sweden, sev ­ 
eral Roman Catholic theologians 
stated pu blicly that it wou ld be 
possible and proper for the Ca­ 
tholic Chu rch to join the World 
Cou ncil of Chu rches and parti­ 
cipate fu lly in its nex t interna­ 
tional assembly . The Pope mu st 
hav e been brooding ov er those 
eager predictions, for in Gene­ 
v a he felt constrained to say : 
“ Not so fast.” As he pu t it: 
“ Shou ld the Catholic Chu rch 
become a m em ber of the World 
Cou ncil? In fraternal frankness, 
we do not consider that the 
qu estion of m em bership 
. . is 
so m atu re that a positiv e an­ 
swer cou ld or shou ld be giv en.” 
The qu estion still rem ains a 
hy pothesis. It contains seriou s 
theological and pastoral impli­ 
cations. It thu s requ ires pro­ 
fou nd stu dy and commits u s to 
a way that honesty recognizes 
cou ld be long and difficu lt. 


WHILE 
THIS 
RESPONSE 
disappo inted the mo re av id ecu­ 
menists, it hig hlig hted the real 
pro blem: Can the Vatican ev er 
allo w itself to be o ne amo ng 
many Christian bo dies? Histo r­ 
ically , the Vatican wants to be 
in charg e. Practically , it is no t 
and Catho lic po wer is in a steep 
djsclioe, Some, observer» teel 


Assembly . His New York Cru ­ 
sade wou ld hav e collapsed with­ 
ou t the su pport of congregations 
and chu rchmen who are almost 
100 per cent within the ecu meni­ 
cal fellowship of the National 
and World Cou ncil of Chu rches. 
Top officials of both organiza­ 
tions accepted Billy 's inv itation 
to be part of the worship serv ­ 
ice in the Garden. There hav e 
been constant ru m ors of some 
kind of “alliance” or official re­ 
lationship between G raham and 
the agencies of the cou ncil. 


GRAHAM 
HAS 
MOVED 
away , as hav e many within the 
Sou thern Baptist family , 
from 
the concept that y ou m u st be a 
Baptist in order to ex perience 
salv ation. (This is the 
sam e 
concession that has tu rned the 
Catholic chu rch u pside down ) 
It is one thing to respond to 
the claim s of the Gospel abou t 
Jesu s Christ and His redem p­ 
tion for m an, and qu ite another 
to say , “ Oh y es, to make it of­ 
ficial.

The Co nsu mer Credit Pro tectio n Act o f 1968 
will g o into effect Ju ly 1. 
The leg islatio n is better kno wn *s the Tru th 
/a Lending Act bu t its credit pro v isio ns fo rm 
iv o ne part o f its co nsu mer pro tectio n pack­ 
ag e. 
The co nfu sio n that has preceded its effectiv e 
date has ev o lv ed fro m the co mplex ity o f the 
s.ro ng est leg islatio n ev er written in behalf o f 
the co nsu mer. 
Gu idelines fo r its enfo rcement hav e been aet 
do wn by the Federal Reserv e Bo ard in a do cu ­ 
ment called Reg u latio n Z. 


ONE OF THE MOST widespread misco ncep­ 
tio ns abo u t the law is that it reg u lates credit 
rates 
Actu ally , the law ju st stipu lates that lenders 
mu st pro v ide co nsu mers with fu ll, ho nest and 
co mparable info rmatio n abo u t the co st o f credit 
they are bu y ing . The reg u latio n o f the rates u 
left to indiv idu al states. 
The new law will affect practically all credit 
o r lo an dealing s the co nsu mer enters into with 
banks, sav ing s and lo an asso ciatio ns, depart­ 
ment sto res, credit card co mpanies, credit u n­ 
io ns, au to mo bile dealers, finance co mpanies, 
ho me mo rtg ag e bro kers and ev en plu mbers and 
electricians. 
No lo ng er will banks be able to tell a cu sto m­ 
er he is g etting a 5 per cent disco u nt rate o n an 
au to mo bile lo an witho u t ex plaining that the tru e 
annu al rate o n pay ments spread o v er three 
y ears is really 11 per cent. 
The department sto re with a 1-14 per cent a 


mo nth rev o lv ing charg e acco u nt rate will bt 
requ ired to let the co nsu mer kno w the tru e an­ 
nu al interest rate is 18 per cent a y ear. 
No do u bt so me finance co mpany cu sto mers 
are g o ing to be su rprised to ’earn that as mu ch 
as 48 per cent has been tacked o n their lo ans 
as a credit charg e. 
Ano ther pro v isio n in the law wo u ld allo w tha 
bu y er three day s in which to back o u t 
a t a leg al 
co ntract that he had sig ned This is to g iv e the 
co nsu mer a chance to think abo u t the co ntract 
tho ro u g hly witho u t a fast-talking salesman pres­ 
su ring him. 
A third pro v isio n sets strict limits o n g arnish­ 
ment bu t it do es no t beco me effectiv e u ntil Ju ly 
1. 1970. 
The fo rthco ming reg u latio ns are no t witho u t 
critics. 


SOME BANKERS and lenders are planning 
to test and clarify v ario u s sectio ns in co u rt. 
Others claim the co nsu mer really do esn’t 
care abo u t interest rates and su ch, that he is 
interested so lely in ho w mu ch the mo nthly pay ­ 
ments will be. 
Members o f Co ng ress who fo u g ht fo r this leg ­ 
islatio n fo r eig ht y ears believ e it is the rig ht o f 
the co nsu mer to kno w what his credit is co sting 
him. 
It will be u p to the co nsu mer wnetner o r no t 
he will u se the info rmatio n wisely and sho p fo r 
the best interest deal he can find, o r ju st no t 
bu y when he decides he canno t affo rd credit.

WASHINGTON — Airpo rts are no t fo r sleep­ 
ing . Yet the o ther nig ht tho u sands o f children, 
Eu ro pe-bo u nd v acatio ners and pre-u lcer bu si­ 
nessmen hit the benches, flo o rs and ev en wasn- 
ro o ms as impro v ised-bedding 
places. In New Yo rk, airline 
ex ecu tiv es to re at receding 
hairlines as they learned that 
1,000 flig hts were being de­ 
lay ed. 300 were no t taking o ff 
at all and lo sses were ru nning 
ro u g hly at 15 millio n daily . 
There was what co mmer­ 
cial a v i a t i o n ex perts de­ 
scribed as “chao s” backlash- 
ing fro m delav s in the po ri o l 
New Yo rk rig ht o n thro u g h Eu ro pe and Asia as 
well as the U.S. 
This resu lted fro m the “strike” that wasn't. 
This was the creeping paralv sis cau sed by 
members o f the Pro fessio nal Air Traffic Co n­ 
tro llers Org anizatio n. (PATCO) a u nio n which 
say s it isn’t. And, PATCO is co u nseled by that 
instant laba* lawy er, F. Lee Bailey , specialist 
in mu rder trials. 
THERE’S MORE HERE than the melo dra­ 
matic F. Lee Bailey and his clients, who talk 
co ntinu ally abo u t all o f America's co mmercial 
av iatio n sitting o n “a time bo mb.” There's 
mo re here than ev en Secretary o f Labo r Shu ltz 
sitting in an airplane shu ttle o n a New Yo rk 
airstrip fo r almo st three ho u rs. 
The critical issu e here is wo v en into the fact 
that the 240 radar ro o m specialists who called 
in “sick” are federal emplo y es o f the Federal 
Av iatio n Administratio n. If they o r their 6.000 
o ther co lleag u es strike they co mmit a felo ny . 
They can be fined. They can g o to priso n. They 
can be depriv ed o f co nsiderable civ il rig hts, if 
co nv icted, u nder the felo ny laws. 
The “sick” traffic co ntro llers apparently act­ 
ed In co ncert. And as o ne o f the natio n’s three 
o r fo u r au tho rities o n the federal labo r laws, 
Dav e Co le, said the o ther day , “acting in co n­ 
cert alao is a v io latio n o f the federal anti-strike 
laws.” Let’s ho ld this fo r a mo ment. Let’s see 
why they stru ck — o r rather “went sick.” 
I talked with PATCO’s bo ard chairman, Mike 
Ro ck, an intense man o bv io u sly ang ered and 
o bv io u sly dedicated to his fo llo wers. He and 
co u nselo r Bailey are the strateg ists. Mr. Ro ck 
said qu ite,firmly that the natio n’s air traffic 
co ntro llers (Men who g u ide co mmercial planes 
in and o u t o f the airpo rts) hav e been wo rking 
10 ho u rs a day , six day s a week fo r the past 
three y ears. They ’re tired. They want heav y re­ 
cru itment to su pply relief staffs. 
Mr. Ro ck say s that instru ment ro o m equ ip­ 
ment is o f ho o p skirt v intag e So me o f the radar 
and instru ments, say s he, no w in u se were tak­ 
en o ff aircraft carriers after the seco nd wo rld 
war. 1716 co ntro l to wers and their equ ipment, 
adds he, are fo r y esterday 's DC-3’s and are 
being u sed in the 340-seat Bo eing -747 craft so o n 
to be lau nched by Pan American Wo rld Air­ 
way s. The DC-3 can make a to p “speed” o f 200 
miles an ho u r. To day ’s co mmercial jet can 
wing at 700 miles an ho u r. 


AND, SAYS HE, there is no back-u p sy stem. 
If the radar g o es dead, “we lo se tho se planes 
fly ing in at 500 to 600 miles an ho u r. We hav e 
been asking fo r mo dem radar frequ encies that 
wo rk. And here we are wo rking in 1940 tempo .” 
And when FAA chief Jo hn Shaffer testified 
that the g o v ernment and the PATCO fello ws 
(and members o f o ther federal emplo y es u n­ 
io ns) were no t as pressed as they made it 
so u nd, so me o f the men “g o t plain sick” say s 
Mr. Ro ck. Kennedy Internatio nal Airpo rt ac­ 
cepted bu t 17 arriv als an ho u r instead o f the 
u su al 45 to 50 So me Pan-Am flig hts were di­ 
v erted to Canada. 
No w fro m the FAA co mes wo rd that the g o v ­ 
ernment is wo rking o n co mpu terizing , recru it­ 
ing and remu nerating swiftly . The co ntro llers 
are the o nly federal emplo y es who g et time and 
a half fo r o v ertime say s FAA. The Academy at 
Oklaho ma City is tu rning o u t men as qu ickly as 
they can be enlisted. Hig her pay no w can ru n 
to *22.000 annu ally . 
There is a bu dg e pro blem. Certainly there is 
an air co ntro ller perso nnel pro blem. Bu t as the 
respected Dav e Co le — to who m U S. presidents 
hav e tu rned fo r adv ice fo r two decades — pu ts 
it: what o f the pu blic interest? And he asks 
what o f the critical pro blem o f strikes ag ainst 
the federal g o v ernment? 
Mr. Co le recalls no o ther “federal secto r” 
strike actio n. TTn» this PATCO actio n is fo e 
first su ch jo b actio n o n reco rd (ex cept fo r a 
handfu l o f meteo ro lig ists o r po stman o r two ). 


“THE LAW STIPULATES,” say s mediato r 
Co le, “that an indiv idu al may no t accept o r 
ho ld a po sitio n in the g o v ernment o f the U.S. 
. . . 
if 
he 
adv o cates 
o v erthro w 
o f 
the 
co nstiu io nal fo rm o f g o v ernment, o r if he 
participates 
in 
a 
strike o r ev en 
assc.ts

which makes su ch an assertio n. Who ev er v io ­ 
lates the pro v isio ns o f sectio n 7311 shall o e 
fined no t mo re than $1,000 o r impriso ned no t 
mo re than o ne y ear and a day o r bo th.” 
Apparently F. Lee Bailey is no t o ne o f Mr. 
Co le’s fav o rites, no r o f the New Jersey Su ­ 
preme Co u rt either, fo r it has sharply chided 
him. 
"What do es Mr. Lee Bailey say abo u t this,” 
asks Mr. Co le, who believ es that the instant ill­ 
ness and Instant reco v ery were co ncerted ac­ 
tio ns and thu s In v io latio n o f the federal law. 
“What is the respo nsibility o f a lawy er adv is­ 
ing federal emplo y es in the face o f this law?” 
asks Mr. Co le. “'Hiere has been no prev io u s v i­ 
o latio n o f this law. 
ask what is the respo nsi­ 
bility o f the federal emplo y e? What is the re. 
spo nsibility o f an atto rney adv ising su ch em­ 
plo y es? 
“And what abo u t the pu blic interest as re­ 
flected in these laws?

Puerto Rico 
Booming 


By BRUCE BIOSSAT 
Pu erto Rko still has a lo ng way to g o to 
reach mainland America’s av erag e inco me le­ 
v els. Bu t it keeps o n g aining and seems to hiv a 
av erted the peril o f a heav y ex o du s o f indu stry 
feared when tax lu res beg an to ru n o u t. 
As an index o f fresh pro mise, capital in- 
v estment in machinery and equ ipment in 10 
mo nths o f the cu rrent fiscal y ear hit $370 2 
millio n, co mpared to $113 6 millio n fo r all o l 
1967-68. Two o r three larg e installatio ns ac­ 
co u nt fo r the su rprising bu lg e. 
By Ju ne 30, the new y early fig u re is ex pect­ 
ed to su rpass $400 millio n, and to pro v ide so me 
38,800 new jo bs. The 1967-68 inv estment su p. 
plied 24,500 jo bs. 
Indu strial pay ro 'ls g enerated by 1967-68 in­ 
v estment came to $641 millio n. They pro bably 
will pass $90 millio n this y ear. 


IN THE MID-1960S, the co mmo nwealth's 
eco no mic planners g rew shaky as the mo r­ 
tality rate fo r indu stries lu red to the island 
by tax co ncessio ns ro se abo v e 10 per cent fo r 
three y ears ru nning . Bu t then it dro pped back, 
and the mo st recent annu al fig u re is a mo dest 
3 per cent. 
What the island’s dev elo pment ag ency finds 
mo st heartening to day is that new plants 
co ming in are majo r makers o f g ass pro du cts, 
petro -chemieals and electro nics items which 
inv o lv e inv estments so larg e that a later pu ll- 
o u t is co nsidered v ery u nlikely . 
Depending o n what part o f the island is cho s­ 
en fo r an indu strial site, newco mer plants ar# 
free o f the Island's co rpo rate inco me tax (max ­ 
imu m 36 per cent) fo r perio ds o f 10, 12 o r 17 
y ears. 
A hig h pro po rtio n o f tho se co mpanies which 
hav e left the island were the celebrated fly -by - 
nig ht, 
need'e-and-thread 
enterprises 
which 
make a career o f seeking tax and o ther bar­ 
g ains and hav e in many cases already cu t a 
swath thro u g h U.S. so u thern states. 


DEVELOPMENT 
OFFICIALS 
think 
that 
phase is o v er. They bank no w o n what they 
term big "co re” indu stries, like petro -chemi- 
cals, which they believ e will lead to ho sts o f 
satellite firms that can g reatly mag nify jo b 
o ppo rtu nities o n the cro wded island. 
Last y ear Pu erto Rico g o t its to tal pro du ct 
u p to $3.740 billio n, an adv ance o v er the pre­ 
v io u s y ear o f 9.1 per cent after disco u nting 
fo r inflatio n. 
Nev ertheless, u nemplo y ment to day Is o ffi­ 
cially fig u red at 12 per cent, and so me g o v ern­ 
ment o fficials think the real to tal is clo ser to 
30 per cent. If that fig u re sho u ld be the mo re 
accu rate, it means that nearly 300,000 island­ 
ers o u t o f a po tential wo rk fo rce o f 900.000 
canno t find adequ ate wo rk. 
Mo reo v er, in his “state o f the co mmo n • 
wealth” address to the Pu erto Rican leg isla­ 
tu re this Janu ary , new Go v . Lu is Ferre said 
that abo u t 30 per cent o f all island u rban 
bo u sing is inadequ ate. 
The size o f the u nu sed labo r po o l is o bv io u s­ 
ly a g reat mag net to main’and indu stry bent 
o n ex pansio n and seeking lo wer co sts. There 
is co nsiderable testimo ny , to o , that Pu erto 
Rican wo rkers, when trained u p, o ften g iv e 
inco ming firms hig her pro du ctiv ity rates than 
they g et fro m their o lder mainland plants. 


BUT OFFICIALS co ncede that insu fficient 
attentio n has been paid so far to the dev elo p 
ment o f technical and trade scho o ls which 
wo u ld better prepare the island labo r po o l 
and add materially to the lu re. 
Ferre, fo r o ne, is no t lo o king o nly to indu s­ 
try fo r a big bo o st. He wants to see Pu erto 
Rico 's $200 millio n annu al to u rist bu siness ca­ 
tapu lted to $1 billio n a y ear. The jo b g ain 
wo u ld be hu g e. 
And, u ltimately , he and o thers In his New 
Pro g ressiv e party co u nt o n stateho o d fo r the 
island, no t least becau se it wo u ld bring mo re 
federal aid than it no w g ets. In fiscal 1938, Its 
3 millio n peo ple drew $591 millio n in U.S. be­ 
nefits. Lo u isiana, with a co mo arable po pu la­ 
tio n, g o t $3 billio n. Its per capita edg e: 5 to 1. 
Stateho o d, o f co u rse, wo u ld o ne dav co mpel 
bu siness to Day the hig her U.S. inco me tax 
rates. Bu t Pu erto Rican o ptimists think big 
indu stry is co ming in fo r g o o d. The isiand al­ 
ready impo rts mo re U.S. eo o ds than Bri ain, 
and has ex po rts o f -1.340 b'llio n a v ear—mo st­ 
ly to the mainland. TTie island co u ld became a 
bu stling little Japan.

Many times the swarm will take place on the outside 
of the building and the home owner is unaware of thdr 
presence Even by killing every last one of these swarmers you will not have solved 
your problem, due to the fact that the parent or original colony that the swarmer 
or repioduc.jves were reared by are still living in the soil.
